Right-minded people everywhere will be glad to know that 


ihe. question of free speech and public-assembly is to be con- 
sidered by a body of men thoroughly equipped for the woik, 
to the.endthat-we may understand to what extent, if any, 
these''risrhts are being abused. 
Among (he rights enjoyed by the people o! this counUy 


none is Beater or more sacred than free speech and a fiee 
press. These were, insured by the founders of- he gove, n- 
menl as a weapon for the defense of all other rights, and jhtir 
value is beyond all computation. They constitute,the very 
bulwark .of our liberties, and any infringement pf .those rights 
would be rightly regarded *s*ri assault upon free >»sl''tu^"s; 


But the time has come,when many feel that the right of fiee 


speech is being abused, that it is being exercised in many in- 
stances to the detriment rather than,the benefit of he public 
welfare. 
Under the protection which this guaranty alorcis 


some agitators promulgate, doctrines and theories thai are 
inimicaf to the public peace and safety. 


It is not necessary to specify instances. 
All are laminai 


^Many times have there been outbreaks on the platform and 
in the columns of certain publications which have attracted 
the attention and aroused the fears of the public, which is well 
aware that a good thing abusec} sometimes becomes the woisi 
thine in the world. But while there have been protests the 
offenders have always fallen back upon the protection ol t.ree 
speech," and some well-meaning people have feared that any 
attempt to'correct the abuse ijiighi result in something worse 
than the abuse itself.
